ing for a visit at the McCurdy home. 
Mr. gad Mrs. McCurdy were former 
lesidents of this city. In the after, 
noon McCurdy and Coleman started 
On a trip for a load of grain, and 
as they were returning their 
was hit by the train. 

Both men were thrown a consider- 
able distance and Coleman is thought 
to have been instantly killed. McCur- 
dy died on the way to a hospital. 

Remains of Coleman and McCurdy 
wilt be shipped today ‘to Wilson & 
Kratzer funeral parlors here. Last 
rites ‘will probably be held Saturday 
from the California crematory. 

Coleman was a resident at 418 
Golden Gate avenue. He was a na- 
tive of Connecticut and 62 years of 
age. He was toreman in the pipe 
line department of the Standard Oj! 
company. He is survived by his wid- 
ow, Mrs. Ann E. Coleman. McCurdy 
leaves a widow.

Lorraine Nathan Tells of Love 
for Murderer; Fraternity 
Men Testify 


REPORTERS CALLED CRUDE 


State’s Atterney Crowe Calls At- 
tention to Variance in 
Statements

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.— Lorraine Na- 
than, sweetheart of a murderer, 
brought into the criminal court here 
today all ther most precious posses- 


sions of privacy. repute and dignity 
to be burned to the chill idol of 
loyalty. 

‘Head back and young black eyes 
glistening, she watched them flame 


and vanish in smoke. When the pil- 
lory called witness stand had done 
its work she stepped down to meet 
a last indignity regally. A question 
was put to her by circling reporters: 

“Do you still love Richard Loeb?” 

She answered: 

“You are—all of you—crude.” 

The incident of her testimony for 
the last hope 
of saving ther lover's neck was bar- 
barously crude, but the fine little 
heroine of the day's proceedings. 
when she lied like an aristocrat or 
when she confessed like a saint, was 
never crude. 

There were others—the fraternity 
brothers and college friends of the 
murderers of Robert Franks—who, 
like Miss Nathan, elected tu stay in 
the jurisdiction of this tria] court 
and face the ordeal of testimony, but 
none had to be quite so reckless of 
the cost and so cheerful in the pay- 
ing as she. 

Anold Maremont and Max Schra- 
der had to defame their alma mater, 
Chicago University, and discuss se- 
crets of the Zeta Beta Tau fraternity 
precious to them, and once, to bother 
Loeb. But Miss Nathan risked de- 
famation of her secret self. 

She lost with honor. 

State's Attorney Crowe was obliged 
to wound with: 

“Have we got to a point where 
we cannot show that this witness has 
deliberately committed perjury*” 

“We” had not, and Crowe was 
able, a féw minutes later in cross 
examination, to show that the girl 
on the stand, in agreeing with alien- 
ists’ qualifications of Loeb as in- 
fantile and subnormatly emotional- 
ized, had done better by her loyalty 
than by truth.
